SMOKE. LAW SMOTHERED. 


Women Gubciiioaite of Car Law 
Monopolize Front Seats; 
Hissing Heard. 


The revised ordinance for the construction 
of the boulevard link connecting the north 
and south sides of the river was passed by 
the city council last night. 

Action was taken without a roll call and 
with so brief a mention that it escaped al- 
most all the visitors present. 

Chairman W. J. Healy of the streets and 
alleys committee was the last man recog- 
nized by the mayor before the adjournment.

spread the remainder in the form of special 
assessments against the property benefited 
directly. 


No Burst of Oratory. 

A little attempt at oratory had been ex- 
pected as there has been an effort to bring 
the improvement into the aldermanic con- 
test in the Twenty-third ward, but Ald. Jacob 
A. Hey. who raised the question there, was 
silent on Healy’s motion. Otherwise the 
council action was counted on as certain. It 
Was necessary only because of technical 
flaws in the drafting of a previous ordi- 
nance. 

The link is to cost approximately $7,000,000. 
It consists of widening Michigan avenue 
north of Randolph street and widening Lin- 
coln parkway as far north as Chicago ave- 
nue, and constructing 4 two-level roadway 
passing over the river on a double decked 
bridge.

James Monahan, clerk at the hospital, also 
met “Mrs. Jones." She told him of the 
affair and made ararngements at the hos- 
pital to receive Mrs, Lyons. Then, before 
the woman had arrived, Monahan received a 
telegram from R. J, Widney at the Balti- 


more hotel In Kansas City. 


The telegram said the woman was Mrs. 
Widney, using her maiden name, and that 
Widney would be in the city on Monday 
morning. Widney is the son of Judge Robert 
Widney of California. He is a real estate 
man and lives in Seattle. 

He went to the hédspital in an automobile 
shortly before noon yesterday and asked to 
see “his wife.” He stood gazing at the un- 
conscious women for a few minutes, then totd 
the clerk he would talk to the police. 


He Tells This Story. 

He saw Detective Sergeant McCarthy and, 
according to the policeman, told this story: 

** Mrs. Lyons is my wife. She was divorced 
by her husband some time ago. I was di- 
vorced by my wife several months ago, and 
then Vivian and I were married. Her name 
is not Vera. ‘Mrs. Jones’ is to blame for 
that. She didn’t want me to get any notorie- 
ty, I guess, so she gave the police the wrong 
name. 

“TI came to Chicago on a big land deal. 
My wife wants to go everywhere with me. I 
found I had to leave for Kansas City on a 
quick trip and that I would be gone several 
days. It was inconvenient to take her, but 
she insisted on coming. We had a tilt, and 
she seemed to feel bad. I Gon’t think she 
tried to commit suicide, though. It’s more 
probable she took an overdose of the sleeping 
powder she uses.” 


Story from the Coast.

She made three 
attempts in one day; tearing the bandages 
from her wrists each time. 

“Mra. Lyons is well known in Denver, 
where she lived for a year after her marriage 
to ‘ Billy Lyons,’ as her former husband is 
known," the dispatch reads. “ They were 
divorced because of the woman's infatuation 
for Widney, who was named as co-respond- 
ent in the divorce suit. Lyons went to her 
aid when she was held in San Francisco on 
the charge of attempting to kill Widney.”

A great many people prefer brown Sugar to 
white for making rhubarb pies, and thé flavor 
is sometimes brought out by adding a few 
drops of lemon juice, which is preferable -to 
slices of lemon, no matter how thin. 

Another way to make a rhubarb pie is to 
cook the crust and the fruit separately, then 
to fill the crust, add a meringue, and put in 
the oven just long enough to brown this. 
Small or individual pastry shells filled with 
rhubarb jelly and so treated are dainty. 

An old cook book, which recommends that 
the rhubarb be served in pastry shells, says: 

“In the spring of the year this makes an 
inviting and wholesome dish, and its quali- 
ties purify the blood, which the winter's food 
has made gross. Cut up about twelve sticks 
of rhubarb into lengths of one inch, put it in 
a stewpan holding about two quarts, put over 
it about a quarter of a pound of sugar and a 
tablespoonful of water, set it on a sharp fire, 
stirring it. Do not let it get brown or it will 
spoil and lose its flavor. It will take but a 
few minutes to do.. When tender, put it in a 
basin to cool, A few minutes before serving 
fill the val-au-vent with it and serve cold.” 

. -~e- 

It is sometimes difficult at this time of the 
year to get nice, crisp stalks, and even when 
brought to the house stiff they may soon wilt, 
but they may. be made and kept crisp exactly 
in the same manner that we crisp lettuce; wash 
them well and wrap in wet newspaper. It is 
not good to keep them in water exposed, for 
Standing water has a way of being stagnant 
water of a bad character in a few houra. 

The old recipes for preserving rhubarb are 
elaborate, and it is more than likely that fruit 
put up by some of these directions deteri- 
orated. Two and three or more days were 
necessary for the process, and as much sugar 
was required as fruit, besides flavorings such 
as lemon and ginger. 

More and more use is being made of rhu- 
barb each year now. It is mixed with orange 
for a marmalade, with ginger, figs, etc., but 
it is mostly serviceable for mixtures when it 


is less than from 10 to 15 cents a pound, and | 


that is when gooseberries, currants, etc., can 
be and are mixed with it.

DECLARES JAMES E. SULLIVAN. 


Secretary of National A. A. U. Visits 
Chicago and Tells of Plans for Ex- 
position Contests in 1915.

Special Vote Fraud Prosecutor 
Says He Mortgaged Home 
to Continue Work. 


HAMPERED EVERY WAY. 


Special State’s Attorney John B. Northup 
before Judge O’Connor yesterday announced 
that he would discontinue his investigation 
of the 1912 election frauds until he has infor- 
mation as to the financial support to be given 
him. He said lack of funds was hampering 
him and that some of his men have contin- 
ued work only “at his urgent solicitation.” 
He has mortgaged his home, he says, and 
spent the proceeds in this work. 

Attorneys for Bernard J. Mahony, assist- 
ant state's attorney, charged with illegally 
marking ballots, had just requested a post- 
ponement until next Monday. 


Northup States Position. 

Later, in his office, Mr. Northup issued 
the following statement: 

“Only those intimately aware of the facts 
know how great a burden I have been called 
upon to bear tn the prosecutions of these 
cases. The expanses connected therewith 
have necessarily been considerable and have 
been greatly enhanced by official hostility. 

“Much expense and nearly a month of 
time was consumed at the outset in fighting 
a quo warranto proceeding instituted against 
me by the state’s attorney. More expense 
and time was involved in fighting the same 
on appeal to the Appellate court, which de- 
cided in my favor. It required strenuous 
and persistent efforte to bring the first two 
cases to trial in January and February. 


Trials Are Hampered. 

“In December a collateral attack was 
made upon me, which required much time 
and involved no little expense. The trials of 
the first two cases were unduly prolonged 
by the selection of juries and the raising of 
every possible legal technicality, so that two 
months were consumed in disposing of two 
cases, whereas I had believed that I could 
dispose of several more cases in that length 
of time. In fact, I had huped that all of the 
prosecutions could be concluded by the end of 
April and the whole matter wound up. 

“A public subscription of a little over 
$13,000 was made to carry on this investiga- 
tion. Of this sum I personally have received 
nothing whatever. My office has been de- 
voted almost exclusively to this work. The 
expenses thereof have been nearly $3,000. 


Mortgages Home to Proceed. 

“tT have found it necessary to mortgage 
my residence to continue the work, and now 
the money so raised has been expended. 

“While it is true that the county board 
voted an appropriation of $20,000, Iam now 
informed that that appropriation was made 
only for salaries and expenses for the year 
1914, and that inasmuch as the investiga- 


applied to liabilities already incurred in 1914 
will be prorated, so that the men entitled to 
it will receive but a fraction of what is 
actually due them. 

“Until I know that the money so appro- 
priated can be used effectively and fairly 
to pay the expenses of this investigation, I 
decline the responsibility of acting further. 
However much my own loss may be, I will 

ot be justified in asking other men to make 

rther sacrifices. :

| “EPIC OF LABOR’ 


IN MEUNIER ART 


Show of Sculpture and Paint- 
ings Opening at Art Insti- 
tute Reveals Master. 


TYPES OF STRONG MEN. 


BY HARRIET MONROE. 

The Meunier exhibition, which will open 
this afternoon with a reception at the Art 
Institute, should arouse general and sympa- 
thetic interest. Few one man shows given 
in Chicago have presented a great personality 
80 completely in all the phases and moods of 
his art; and few personalities are so pro- 
found, at once wise and loving, as this 
Belgian. 

These sculptures, and with a few exceptions 
these pictures also, are details in the uni- 
versal epic of labor. 

Constantin Meunier died in 1905, yet the 
types he presents might almost stahd for the 
first miners, ironworkers, dockhands, etc., 
of primitive ages, as well as for his con- 
temporaries. Toil makes all men brothers, 
and this sculptor’s feeling for type, for es- 
sential form, emphasizes the relationship 
between the laborers of all epochs. Even 
costume does not impede him, for most of 
these men, toiling underground, or at fur- 
naces, or in sunny fields, are half nude, and 
their thin trousers do not conceal muscular 
action. 

Shows a Stern Power. 

One feels the mass and weight, the somber 
power, of his theme in almost any of these 
stern, vigorous figures. Together the efiect 
is cumuiative, almost overwhelming, as 
though one were to come suddenly upon 
Atlas holding up the world. The grandeur 
of this subject, its antiquity and universality, 
make one wonder that it was discovered less 
than @ century ago, and that as yet few 
artists have followed the great Frenchman 
and Beigian, Millet and Meunier, in their 
heroic attempts to present it. 

The two are allied by their instinct for 
significant form. Meunier’s art of sculpture 
enables him, even more than Millet, to strip 
off superficial and unessential details and 
arrive at the inner truth, the very spirit, of 
his subject. “The Sower,” “The Dock 
Hand,” “The Mower Resting,” “ The 
Miner,” “The Plowman "—these and other 
figures would be recognized by any Greek or 
Egyptian of long ago as conforming to in- 
herent sculptural] laws. 

The drawings and paintings are interesting 
both in themselves and as leading up to the 
sculpture. Meunier had an individual in- 
stinct for color which might have made a 
great painter of him if his instinct for form 
had not been so much stronger. Thus, al- 
though .such pictures as “ Furnaces,” 
** Mine Giris,” “ Return of the Miners” are 
manifestly works of genius, this genius doeg 
not find here free and complete expression. 


Form His Prime Object, 

The artist’s first consideration is always 
form, and he is more at home when he 
throws off all pretense and devotes himself 
to an art of form alone. 

Besides the studies of laborers, a few works 
suggest other phases of Meunier’s art. A 
head of Christ and an ‘‘ Ecce Homo ” are of 
extreme, tragic beauty. Contrasting with 
these the gay little bust of his small 

and the fine high relief por- 
trait of Yeaye. Also there are two or three 
giotiously vital motherhood groups. 

In the |southwest gallery over forty oils 
and water colors of French interiors, etc., by 
Walter Gay, are on exhibition. These are 
the last word of delicate discretion in this 


genre.

Dupre three letters were destroyed 
by mutual agreement, but that Mme. Dupre 
had retained photographs of the lettera 


Calmette Knew of Photo. 

M. Calmette, she continued, learned of the 
existence of the photographs and offered 
$6,000 to a person, whose name was not men- 
tioned, to arrange an interview with the 
holder of the photographs. Thies offer was 
refused. 

M. Calmette made a similar offer to Princ- 
ess de Mesagne-Estradere, who also de- 
clined it. 

When the “ Thy Joe” letter appéared in 
Figaro, the witness cont.pued, Mme.

Calmette Friend Aids Woman. 

Isadore de Lara, the composer, was next 
examined.

Caillaux say in the conversation which 
followed, apparently referring to her hus 
pand: “ They will finish by killing, him.” 


Feared Further 

He had been the guest of Mme, Caillaux 
at luncheon the day after the “ Thy Joe” 
letter was published. Mme. Caillaux was 
indignant, he said, and expressed the fear 
that M. Calmette would not content himself 
with attacking the politics of M. Cafllaux 
but would carry the war to his private life. 

He saw Mme. Caillaux the following day, 
when she again expressed apprehension re- 
garding the publication of private letters. 
She spoke of her intention to take court pro- 
ceedings against M. Calmette, but guests 
present pointed out that M. Calmette would 
undoubtedly raise the question of her in- 
competence in the court. 

M. de Lara concluded by giving precise de- 
tails of Mme, Caillaux’s apparent state of 
mind on the eve of the crime. He believed 
that then violence was far from her thoughts.

DEFEAT FOR BIG BREWERS. 


Statute Permits Discrimination Among 
Sellers of Liquer. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]) 
Washington, D. C., Merch 23.—[Special.]— 
The foes of liquor won a -éignal victory bye 
United States Supreme court decision today, 
which upheld the authorities of Michigan in 
their enforcement of the local option law of 
that state. 

The police power of a state to regulate the 
sale of liquor is practically unlimited, accord- 
ing to the opinion of the tribunal. 

The court affirms the convictions of Carl 
Eberle and Stephen Carroll for violating the 
local option law in brewing beer in Jackson 
county. The brewers contended that the law 
discriminated between sellers of liquor. 


Law Permits Discrimination. 

On this point the opinion of the Supreme 
court, which was dclivered by Associate 
Justice Lamar, says: 

“The state may prohibit the sale of liquor 
absolutely, or conditionally may prohibit the 
sale as a beverage and permit the sale for 
medicinal and like purposes; that it may 
prohibit the sale by merchants and permit 
the sale by licensed druggists.” 

Concerning the contention that in making 
no provision for the disposal of Mquor al- 
ready on hand the statute authorized the 
taking of property without due process of 
law, the court says: 

“ Liguor laws are enacted by virtue of the 
police power to protect the health, morals, 
end welfare of the public. Such laws may 
operate to depreciate the principal value of 
distilleries, brewcries, and other property in 
use and on hand when the law is passed, but 
it has been held in many cases that such de- 
preciation is not the taking of property pro- 
hibited by the constitution.”

Body Has Exclusive J urisdic- 
tion Over Rail Tariffs, 
Judge Adams Holds. 


MAY DECIDE ON INCREASE 


Decree Means Shippers Cannot 
Invoke Law if 5 Per Cent 
Boost Is Granted. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 23.—The interstate 
commerce commission has exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over the regulation of interstate railroad 
rates, according to a decision given today 
by United States Circuit Judge Adams. Judge 
Adams dissolved a temporary injunction re- 
straining the Wabash railroad from filing 
new rates for shipments from the works of 
the Illinois Glass company at Alton, Il. 

Joseph W. Folk, chief counsel for the in- 
terstate commerce commission, said the deci- 
sion clears the way for the proposed 5 per 
eent increase of freight rates on eastern lines, 
if the interstate commerce commission grants 
it in that it would prevent shippers from 
enjoining the enforcement of the increased 
rates. 


Opinion Upholds Folk Argument. 

Judge Adams read a lengthy opinion an- 
alyzing the points of law involved: 

In substance the decision upholds every 
point made by Mr. Folk when he appeared 
before the court last Saturday to argue on 
behalf of the commission against the making 
permanent of an injunction restraining the 
Wabash railroad from filing new rates that 
would cancel the present division of through 
tariffs with the Illinois Terminal railroad a 
line subsidiary to the Dlinois Glass company. 


Commission Given Full Powers. 

Judge Adams decided that it was for the in- 
terstate commerce commission to decide 
whether a railroad was an industrial line or 
a common carrier, and for the interstate com- 
merce commission alone to decide, in the first 
instance, whether a railroad could file new 
schedule of rates. 

The Wabash railroad filed the new rates 
soon after the interstate commerce commis- 
sion decided that certain concessions to in- 
dustrial lines were in reality rebates and 
therefore improper. 


| RAILWAYS, EXPRESS, MARINE. 


The sudience room of the public utilities com- 
mission in the Insurance Exchange proved too 
small to accommodate the persons interested in 


‘the fight for suspension of the industrial roads’ 


proposed new rate schedule yesterday morning. 

The rates, charging shippers $3.50 per car for 
switching from the industrial to trunk lines, were 
to go into effect on April 1. 

This proposed charge for switching was sug- 
gested by the interstate commerce commission, to 
enable the roads to increase their revenues im- 
mediately, as the question of a & per cent in- 
cannot be decided for 
some months. This charge was recently ordered 
by the Central Freight association, to be put in 
force first by industrial roads not classified as 
common carriers. 

Traffic men say that it is due to competition that 
roads have not charged shippers for extensive 
switching of cars before this. The Illinois North- 
ern, a twenty-seven mile belt road, owned by 
the Harvester company, expects “to prove itself 
a common carrier and thus escape charging its 
owners, who are its principal shippers, $3.50 per 
car. 


eo 
The commission instructed Luther M. Walter, 
attorney for the shippers, to draw up an order 
for the suspension of this new charge and present 
it by Wednesday. Attorney Walter deciared that 
the new rates discriminate agminst the shippers. 
J. L. Minnis, general solicitor for the Wabash, 
who is attorney for the railroads, told the com- 
mission that any decision at this time might con- 
flict with one by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 


Chairman Quan said: 

**We realize that a decision in this case is of 
great importance because the jurisdiction of the 
interstate commerce commission and the public 
utilities commission may be involved.’’

The first hearing of complaints against the 
Aurora, Eigin and Chicago railway was begun 
yesterday.

The rafiroad commission of California ts costing 
the people twice as much as it claims to have 
saved them, according to President EB. P. Ripley 
of the Santa Fé. In explanation of this state- 
ment, he referred to the policy adopted by the 
‘railroad corporations with secwremes to improve- 
ments. 

“There have been absolutely no new improve-. 
ment projects started, and there will be none,’’ he 
said. ‘‘ The only work under way is that which 
had its tnception some years ago. The reduction 
of rates in this state (California) has cost the 
people twice as many thousands as the railroad 
commssioin .boasts it has saved them."’ 

Mr. Ripley is opposed to free tolls for American 
ships through the canal, stating that this would 
be an economic mistake. Mr. Ripley is at River- 
side, Cal., and expects to remain there until May 1.

According to the Wall Street Journal, state oper- 
ation of railways in France has proved more dis- 
astrous éach year.
